Members of the Coffee 
County Board of Education met 


_ Thursday, Sept..11, and voted 


unanimously’ to: approve’ the 
Fiscal Year. 2009 budget. 

After holding two required 
public hearings and -upon. the 
recommendation of Superin- 
tehdent Dr, Linda Ingram board 


members voted to-approve the ' 


budget as presented. Following 
the board’s action, Dr; Ingram 
said she especially: wanted to 
say “thank -you” ‘to Glenda 
Glass, the school'system’s chief 
financial officer, for her work in 
preparing the budget. She said 
Glass, had’ worked’ long ‘and 
hard and ‘did ‘an outstanding 
job. Board members echoed Ini- 
gtam’s comments. 

The —. approved — FY2009 
budget included $19,293,098 in 
total revenues. ‘The total expen- 
ditures were $22,257,814 with 
other: fund sources equaling 
$1,132,198 ~\ (this included 
$1,087,198 for 2008 leveraged 
funds received), 

One item‘in the budget that 


* brought a smile to the faces of 


the: superintendent and board. 
members was the debt service 
line item; This column wis ze- 
roed: out, because the .school 


system does ‘not owe a bond» 


issue locally, 

Also during last Thursday’ S 
meeting, board members voted 
to approve the FY 2009 Capital 
Plan for the school'system, 


Currently, there are 11 capi- 
tal’ plan. projects already. in 
progress. With the approval of 
the FY2009 Capital: Plan. last 
week, the, next project in line 
will be additions at Zion Chapel 
School to include more class- 
rooms and the construction of a 
new band room. 

Dr. Ingram said this school 
continues to grow.and is up 55 
students this new school year. 

“If we don't, start planning 
for the growth, we're going to 
end'up.in portables again,” said 
Ingram. “I don’t ‘think. this 


board wants that.” 

Dr. Ingram also said there is a 
definite. need for a new band 
room at Zion Chapel. The band 
has increased from 30-some- 
thing members last year to 65 
members this year, and the su- 
perintendent said the current 
band room is not sufficient for 
the current size of the band.

Sparks warns of 
tainted infant formula 
from China 


Commissioner Ron Sparks is 
warning consumers in Alabama 
that contaminated infant for- 
mula from China may be on sale 
at ethnic groceries in the United 
States, according to. the Food 
and Drug Administration. The 
warning is in response to the 
hospitalization of fourteen ba- 
bies with kidney’ stones in 
China. All of the babies, who 
are under one year of age, are 
believed to have drink the same 
powdered milk formula that was 
produced in'China 

“Nothing is more important 
than the health of our children 
and we must protect our vulner- 
able babies from the possibility 
of, this senseless. danger,” says 
Sparks, “We have alerted our 
Pesticide Residue Laboratory in 
Auburn, which is a Food Emer- 
gency Response Network, or 


FERN, lab.-:This lab can: per-’ 


form food safety analysis. re- 
garding possible contamination 
with ‘melamine. Inspections at 
all Oriental markets will be con- 
ducted to ensure that the public 
is safe and stop sales will be is- 
sued on ‘any infant formula 
manufactured in China.” 

It is illegal for.formula.from 
China to be imported into the 
U.S., but some formula’ could 
have entéred ‘through ethnic 
markets. According to the FDA, 
all U.S. brands of infant formula 


‘are safe..The FDA has also 


checked with formula manufac- 


-turers in the U.S. to determine if 


they were receiving any ingre- 
dients from China and deter- 
mined that they were not.
